For Old Hindenburg—what are 
name and nationality and sex when 
H comes to naming a horse?—has- 
been on the roll of the outfit now 
for two months: he has gone into 
battle with it; he has oaten, -when 
times were g-ood and rations plenti- 
ful, hay as well as oorned willie. 
and hungered the same as the men 
when the ration carts and supply 
trucks feJ! behind in the advance. 
Many a machine gun man remem- 
bers Old Hindenburg-'s back as a 
sanctuary at a time when he feared 
he would have- a fall out because of 
foot weariness. 


Hindenburg- never crossed the At- 
lantic, 
He lived on the other side 


of the Rhino for the greater part of 
his young horse life, and he joined 
the battalion wholly by accident on 
one of those thrilling days when the 
German army was moving back 
through the Argonne and the new 
armies of America were pressing on. 
Hindenbnifr Oomos to IHfo.

Like tho well-trained horse ho was, 
ho simply fell into the column and 
went plodding along.

burg's farmer friend explained the 
difficulty away.

Make Your Neck Beautiful 


It is the ambition of every woman 


to have a white throat and a .beautiful 
neck. 
The 
low-cut gowns of today, 


•which expose the throat, have done 
much to encourage women in the prop- 
er development and care of the n«ck 
and throat. There are, however, many 
women with badly set heads who could 
do much to overcome the faulty con- 
tour of the n-eck and throat by proper 
exercises for overcoming this deficiency. 
The woman who is blessed with ex- 
quisito contour of neck and shoulders 
should take infinite care to preserve It. 


Age often makes its first advance in, 


the appearance of a double chin. Once 
the fat builds up and develops below 
the throat it's difficult to regain the 
perfect proportion, except through per- 
sistent exercise, diet and care. 


In your neck, as -with every other 


part of your body, there should be a 
full muscular development with just 
enough fatty tissue enveloping the mus- 
cles to make a- softly rounded outline. 


If your chin shows a tendency to put 


on fat and become "double" the follow- 
ing exercise will be beneficial in over- 
coming this inclination of the muscles 
and tissues: 


Barr .your neck. Put your head well 


hatk and go through a chcwlnp; motion 
wide and pull the chin up just as high 
ten or twelve times. Open your mouth 
as It will go with each "clicw." 


Then take a light weight massage 


roller, tilt the head gently back'ward, ' 
and, startinc at the point of the. chin, 
roll downward. If you haven't a roller 
the massage may bo performed with the 


fingers, lubricated with a little cold 
cream or cocoa butter. After this mas- 
sage motion—which should be continued 
for ten or more strokes—take a lump 
of ice about the size of a walnut and 
rub the chin briskly until the ice is- 
melted. After bathing- your neck finish 
by dashing or patting cold water on it, 
as a cold application strengthens the 
throat and makes the flesh firm. 


If your neck has a tendency to show 


fat at the back between your choulders 
place your finger tips on the points of 
>our shoulders, then make the shoul- 
ders rotate in a circle. Begin with your 


shoulders high, then pull them back- 
ward—down—foruard—and 
up. 
VihiJe 


perfommg this exercise bring the head 
back as far as possible. Pay no atten- 
tion to exercising the arm, but see that 
your shoulders arc lifted and rotated 
as described. 


Another exercise wor preserving the 


contour of your neck and throat is a& 
follows: 


Lie flat on your bark on a couch or 


across 3. bed with jour head hanging 
down over the edge. Bring your head 
up and over until the chin touches the 
chest. Repeat this motion until tired. 
This will develop the muscles along the 
front of the neck. 


Reverse the position and 
lie 
face 


downward with your head hanging over 
the edge of the couch, then bring your 
head backward and upward as far as 
possible. Be sure that you do these ex- 
ercises vigorously, and to the full limit 
that you can stretch jour head up and 
back.

Galsworthy Has Written 
One of the Greatest Es- 
says in the English Lan- 
guage. 


The war has made of John Gals- 


worthy a powerful voice for recon- 
struction. 
When the conflict -»-a» 


on and others saw in it material for 
books, there w«re few words from 
this one to whom many were turn- 
ing. As he stayed with his task of 
writing, quite as if there were no 
such thing as war, he became, in a 
way the center of debate and -the 
question was asked, "Why does John 
Gals-worthy hold himself aloof from 
that which is concerning the life of 
his country?" 


With the signing of the armistice 


is shown the reason, Galsworthy's 
mind has been wrapped In the fate 
of those who are coming, back, In 
the making over of men, and in the 
rebuilding of souls and ideals. 
He 


couirtr not bring himself to write of 
their 
destruction. 
One senses the 


sincerity and the anguish 
bejjlnd 


these words: 
e 


"The Angel of Peace, watching the 


slow folding back of this darkness, 
will look on an earth of cripples. 
The field of the world is strewn with 
half-living men. That 
loveliness 


which IB the creation of the aesthetic 
human epint; that flowering of di- 
rected energy 
which we know as 


civilization; that manifold and mu- 
tual service which we call progress 
—all stand mutilated and faltering. 
As though, on a pilgrimage to the 
drearned-of Mecca, water had failed, 
and by the wayside countless muffled 
forms sat walling for rain; .so will 
the long road of mankind look to- 
morrow. 


"In everv township and village of 


our countries men stricken by the 
war will dwell for the next half- 
century. The figure of Youth must 
go one-footed, one-armed, blind of 
an eye, lesioned and stunned, in the 
home where it once danced. 
The 


half of a generation can never step 
into the sunlight of fall health and 
the priceless freedom of unharmed 
limbs. 


"So comes the sacred work." 
Is not this a 
new Galsworthy, 


writing in the fullness of his re- 
solve, better than he ever wrote be- 
fore? 
There is the same 
power, 


certainty and genuineness that has 
always been his, but a new passion 
is driving his pen. 


"In such ways alone will come a 


new freemasonry 
to rebuild this 


ruined temple of our day. 
The 


ground is rubbed with stones—fal- 
len and still falling. Each must bo 
replaced; freshly shaped, cemented 
and mortised in, that the whole may 
once more stand firm and fair. 
In 


good time, to a clearer sky than 
we are fortunate enough to look on, 
our temple shall rise again. 
The 


birdn shall not long build In Its 
broken walls, nor lichens moss it 
The winds shall 
not long play 


through, those now jagged windows, 
nor the rain drift In, nor moonlight 
fill it with shosts and shadows. To 
the glory of man we will stanchion 
and raise and roof It anew. 


"Each comrade who for hJs moth- 


erland has, for the moment, lost his 
future, Is a miniature of that shat- 
tered temple. 


"To restore him, and with him the 


future of our countries, that Is the 
sacred work." 


This essay on "The Sacred Work" 


Is but one in the number of the book 
"Another Sheaf." and It measures 
scarce ten pages, but it represents the 
highest call to sacre<3 duty yet voiced 
through the war and will take a 
place with the best of essays and 
the best of orations. 


In no other work has Galsworthy 


written in so exalted, so poetic and 
so sweeping a vein. It is as if he 
is the worthy organist in the mighty 
temple of which he writes.

Just that human touch which the 
name would indicate. 


It is because the men in these 


stories do the unexpectedly natural 
thing that every 
one 
carries the 


pleased and satisfactory shock, and 
we realize thai John Charterls was 
right when he said that we all of 
us are used to reading and thinking 
of men as they "ought to be" in- 
stead of as they are. Time 
and 


again, in these tales, the reader will 
anticipate the romantic ending, the 
ending that a training in war-time 
idealism would fashion, but never 
does "Sapper" agree. Instead he i» 
as illogical as the soldier who re- 
fuses to act heroical—after it is 
over. And "Sapper" knows of what 
he writes. 
There is in the stories 


plenty of tense moments, clashes of 
fun and tragedy and always the un- 
expected. 


SUch a book as "Sapper's" would 


have been a success had there been 
no war and had he predicated the 
tales on an imaginary cofiflict. 
One 


may read them for the stories sake, 
and he may read them for the sake 
of the information concerning hu- 
man beings in unusual situations of 
stress. Humor and horror are close 
together 
in 
the trenches of this 


writer and death is as near as a 
laugh. 
The writer has baen able 


to select from his experience the 
dramatic moments which make for 
literature and for pleasurable read- 
ing.

EPIGRAMS BORN OF THE WA R 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—The 
war 


developed many dramatic phrases, 
slogans, terse epigrams, or laconic 
statements. Looking back over the 
perspective of four years of fighting 
it appears that the majority o.f these 
grew out of tense crises in battles, 
or marked historic moments when 
the fate of nations hung In the bal- 
ance. 


Take 
for example the slogan, 


"They shall not pass." During the 
tremendous lighting in front of Ver- 
dun, when the Germans made their 
great 
desperate 
drive 
to break 


through the French battle lines in 
1016, this saying passed from lip to 
lip among Ihe French soldiers gath- 
ered there in a long-drawn battle to 
check the terrible onslaught of the 
Germans. 
How'it originated Is not 


clear. Some, have attributed it to 
Marshal Joffre, 
\>thprs to Marshal 


Petam, who was in command o£ the 
French 
fighting 
forces at Verdun. 


Others believe tho saying originated 
with the men in the ranks. 
At any 


event 
they adopted 
it. and 
for 


months, while the Germans vainly 
threw their battalions upon the stub- 
bornly (lofemlcri 
forts around the 


French cily, Hie say in ?. "They shall 
not pasp," became the watchword at 
Verdun. And they did not pass 


toric phrases. "Go to hell," he re- 
plied. 


To American" the sententious ut- 


terance of Oonoral Pcrshing when 
he plappd .1 wreath on the tomb of 
Lafayette in the Picpus cemetery in 
Paris, conveyed a significance and an 
inspiration. 
"Lafayette, \ve 
are 


here," was all he said, but to the 
American, as well ns to the French- 
man, it \\as butter than oratory. It 
meant to the American, "We are 
here for business, and our business 
is to fight." 
It thrilled the hearts 


of 
General Pershmg's people 
at 


home, and the modesty ofl it filled 
them with a glow of satisfaction. 


Another dramatic 
phrase which 


stirred the patriotism of the Ameri- 
can people was that attributed to an 
American 
commander nt Chateau- 


Thierry, when he responded to the 
advice of French commanders to re- 
treat, by decHtrinc;' "The American 
fln.sr has been 
compelled to retire. 


This is unendurable. 
VTe are going 


to 
counter attack." 
These state- 


ments have been attributed to both 
Major General Robert L. Billiard and 
to Major General Omar Rnndy. Some 
observers have regarded this incident 
as 
the 
turning point of the war. 


From that time the Americans ad- 
vanced. The victory of 
Chateau- 


Thierry followed and thereafter the 
German army retreated. 


Vice-Admiral 
"William 
S. Sims, 


commanding 
the 
American naval 


forces 
in 
Kuropcan waters, was 
. asked when the first Yankee war- 
ships arrived in England early in 
May. 1917: 
"When 
will you be 


ready for business?" 
He replied: 


"We can start at once. 
"We made 


our preparations on the way over." 


There was a dramatic moment, a 


great crisis in the world's history, 
when General Pershing placed the 
American army under the command 
of the then General Foch, who had 
just been made commander of all 
the allied forces, but none of the 
phrases that General Pershing used 
were widely quoted as eplgramatie. 
One which might so have been se- 
lected was the words, "Infantry, ar- 
tillery, aviation, all that we have 
arc yours. Dispose of them as you 
will." 


The retort of Major Charles \Vhlt- 


tlesey, commander of the "lost bat- 
talion" of the American army in the 
Argonne forest, when the Germans 
surrounded 
his 
Isolated command 


and their commander demanded Its 
surrender, was one of the war's hls- 


The first sreat battle of the war, 


the battle that stopped the Germans 
at the Marne. elicited from the lips 
of Marshal Joftre the historic words, 
"The hour has come to advance at 
all costs; to die where you stand 
rather than to give way." 


General, afterward marshal, Pe- 


tain, Inspired his weary troops at 
Verdun by an order of the day con- 
cluding with the words, "Courage, 
we will get them." 


General Foch, commanding the 


French army in the first battle of 
the Marne, hfLd been almost over- 
whelmed by the onward sweep ot 
the German forces. In a memorable 
message to Joffre he said: "My right 
is crushed. 
My left is in retreat I 


am attacking with my center." HB 
did attack 
and drove a wedge 


through the German lines that start- 
ed their retreat to the Aisne. 


The people of Paris were stunned 


by the rapidity with which the Ger- 
mans advanced in their first rush 
toward the French capital. The rail- 
way stations were besieged, but the 
great majority of tho people^ knew 
they must remain. 
In this tragic 


moment 
General Gallieni, jnilitary 


commander of the citv, inspired con- 
fidence and cheered the faint-heart- 
ed with his watchword. "To the very 
end." 
The populace took up the 


cry and Gallieni, with 
his 
army, 


played a signal part in hurling back 
the legions 
o£ Von Kluck at the 


Marne. 


No less inspiring, but born of less 


tragic circumstances, was the say- 
Ing of General Gouraud. who. upon 
entering Strasbourg after the libera- 
tion of Alsace 
and 
Lorraine, de- 


clared, "Tho day of glory has come." 


Field Marshal Sir Douglas Haig, 


commander-in-chief of the British 
armies in France, gave utterance to 
an appeal in addressing his soldiers 
which stirred a responsive chord in 
the hearts of 
the 
allied peoples 


throughout the world. For three 
weeks the enemy had battered the 
English lines in a desperate effort 
to separate them from the French 
and drive through to the channel 
ports. Day after day the British had 
been driven back. On April 13, 191S, 
Marshal Haig called upon his men 
for one last effort. 
"Every position 


must be held to the last man." he 
ordered. 
"There must be no retire- 


ment. With our backs to the wall 
and believing in the justice of our 
cause, every one of us must fight to 
the end." 


When Vice-Admiral Sir Rosslyn 


Wemyss went-to tell the German 
commander of. the naval terms of 
the armistice, one of the Teuton ad- 
mirals said: "It is Inadmissible that 
our fleet should be Driven up with- 
out having been beaten." "It. had 
only to come out," was the laconic 
retort of Admiral Wemyss. 


Later, when the surrendering Ger- 


man warships wens escorted by the 
British fleet into British 
waters, 


Vice-Admiral Beatty's historic sig- 
nal, after the enemy fleet haJ been 
moored, reads^ "Tire German flag is 
to be hauled down at 3:57 and is 
not to bo hoisted again without per- 
mission." 


Premier Venizelos, 
spurning the 


German ambassador's invitation to 
side with the central powers, when 
Monastlr and a part of Serbia was 
offered to Greece as a German bribe, 
replied: 
"You ask mo to dishonor 


my signature, to dishonor my coun- 
try, and to violate its obligations 
toward Serbia, and, as remuneration, 
you offer me part of the corpse of 
that which I am expected to kill 
My country, sir, Is too little to com- 
mlt s

"PILGRIMS 
AND 


THEIR HISTORY" 


Roland G. Usher, professor of 


history in Washington 
university, 


St. ijouis, has made a new study of 
the subject on which he- is author- 
ity — the Pilgrims. 
He has sons 


through all the sources which have 
any measure of pertinent informa- 
tion on the subject, and has sum- 
marized the results of his splendid 
work in a new volume, "The Pil- 
grims and Their History," which has 
recently _bcen published by the Mac- 
niillan Company. 


Professor Usher has summarized,' 


verified and qualified the researches 
of the last generation of scholars 
and while he confesses that he was 
"unable to find much new evidence 
of prime importance," he has been 
able to exclude from further con- 
sideration 
certain 
fields 
which 


heretofore have been drawn upon 
unwarrantedly, and he has drawn 
together the results of his research 
in a narrative which, while it is 
authoritative historically, is not for 
a moment dull or pedantic, but is 
charired with interest from the first 
page to the last. 


He has been able to profit by ac- 


cebs obtained and utilized for the 
first 
time, the Plymouth 
First 


Church records and many Plymouth 
wills which contain "much of great 
value on economic and social his- 
tory." 
Professor Usher assures his 


readers that "no further accession 
of evidence is now probable and it 
is therefore 
an 
important 
fact, 


though due to no merit o£ mine, that 
the 
narrative presented in these 


pagea possesses a certain aspect of 
finality." 
The narrative destroys rather 


finally tho teaching cherished from 
our earliest school daya that the 
Pilgrims were subject to active per- 
secution in England by church or 
state, 
and 
that therein lay the 


reason for their departure for Hol- 
land and later for the unknown 
shores of New England. 
Professor 


Usher }nys special stress on the fact 
that the really significant achieve- 
ment of the Pilgrims was not their 
emigration itself, but the economic 
success of the years 1621 to 1627, 
a success which insured the future 
colonization of the new world since 
it proved that emigrants could by 
such effort as the Pilgrims made, 
become self sustaining and inde- 
pendent of the men and fortunes ot 
the mother country. 
In addition to the very thorough 
discusses of tt» constitution and 
organization of the P^rim congre-

high-light pictures. The young stu- 
dent, filled with he knows not what 
in the line of ambitions. Ha sees 
a glorious room, speaking of wealth, 
of harmony. 
He feels not only a 


desire to possess a similar room, 
but is assured within himself that, 
sometime, he will have something 
even better. 
He feels tho passion 


to create each time some now archi- 
tectural construction strikes his eye. 
Paris is a stimulating revelation to 
him, whose great buildings send his 
ambition soaring. He falls in love 
with a quiet, unostentatious 
girl, 


who, for a time, seems to fill his 
complete love horizon. 
But, when 


she feels called upon to return to 
the home of her father, whose sec- 
ond wife hnd just died—though at 
his marriage she had left him to 
reside in a studio—he severs the re- 
lationship and (soon marries a wo- 
man of far greater ambitio-i and 
power, but less of the ability to 
make his domestic life happy. What 
peculiar cross-currents there are in 
life, and how men and women are 
buffeted about by them, sent drift- 
ing hither and yon though, !r. their 
conceit, they imagine they ars con- 
trolling their own actions.

It extend* from their foot, hav- 


ln» la front a largo tract of 
country showing small barren hills 
and 
yet affording pasturage for 


*»?i s of catt^e so numerous that 
their number Is unknown even to the 
all surveying:, systematic priests. In 
thia species of richee St Gabriel ex. 
ceedjg all the other establishments • 
on the coast The sides of the moun- 
tains here are covered with a growth 
of live oak and pine. The chain to 
•which these mountains belong ei- 
tenda along the whole length of the 
coast The fort St Peter stands on 
the seacoast parallel to this mission. 


"My next advance was to a small 


town, inhabited by Spaniards, called 
the town of the Angels (Los An- 
gelee). The houses have flat roofs, 
covered 
with 
bituminous 
pitch 
brought from a. place within four 
miles of the town, where this article 
boils up from the earth. 
As the 


liquid rises, hollow, bubbles like a 
shell of a large siie are formed. 
When this bursts the noise is heard 
distinctly in the town. The material 
is obtained by breaking off portions^ 
that have become hard with an axe, 
or something of the kind. The 'large 
pieces thus separated are laid on the 
roof, previously covered with earth, 
through which 
the pitch cannot 
penetrate when it is rendered liquid 
again by the. heat of the sun. 
In 
this place I vaccinated 2500 persons. 
"From this place I went to the 
mission of St. Ferdinand, where I 
communicated the 
matter to 967 
subjects. 
St. Ferdinand is thirty 


miles east of the coast and a fine 
place in point of position. 


"The mission of St. Buenaventura 
succeeded. Not long- previous to my 
arrival two priesta had eloped from 
the establishment, taking with them 
what gold and silver they could lay 
their hands on. They chose an Amer- 
ican vessel in which to make their 
escape-. I practiced my new calling 
upon 1000 persons in this mission. 
"The next point I reached was the 


fort of St. Barbara. I found several 
vessels lying here. I went on board 
them 
and 
spent 
some 
pleasant 


evenings in company with the com- 
manders. 
I enjoyed the contrast oE 
such society with that of the priests 
and Indians among v.-hom 1 had 
lately been. This place has a garri- 
son of fifty or sixty soldiers 
The 
mission lies a half a. mile northwest 
of the fort. 
It is situated on the 


summit of a hill and affords a fine 
view of the great deep. Many hours 
I passed during this long and lonely 
j'ourney through a country every way 
strange and foreign to me in looking 
on the ceaseless motion of its waves. 
The great 
leviathan, too, played 
therein. I have often watched him as 
he threw spouts of water into the 
air 
and 
moved his huge body 
through the liquid surface. ' My sub- 
jects here amounted to ^2600. They 
were principally Indians." 
The next mission on my route was 
that called St. Enos. (This should be 
Santa. Inez). I vaccinated 900 of its 
Inhabitants and proceeded to St. 
Cruz (this is another mistake. Fame 
means La Purisima)— where I op- 
erated upon 650 
My next advance 
was to SL Luis Obispes. 
Here I 


found SOO subjects. The mission of 
St. Michael followed in order. In it 
I vaccinated 1850 persons. My ncvt 
theater of operations was at St. John 
Bapistrano. 
(He here gives the 


wrong name. This to San Jaan Ban- 
tista). Nine hundred was the num- 
ber that received vaccination here- 
Then ce I went to La Solda and vac- 
cinated 1685, and then proceeded to 
St Carlos and communicated 
the 


Frartelsco. 
After we reached the 
north atoore w« traveled through a 
beautiful country, with a rich soil, 
well watered and timbered, 
and 
reached tho Russian settlement In 
the night, having come a distance of 
thirty miles. 
As our Journey had 
been made on foot, and' we had eaten 
nothing, I was exceedingly fatigued 
and hunjry. I accompanied my fel- 
low travelers, who belonged here, to 
their wirwams, where I obtained 
eorae food, and a seal skin to rteep 
upon. Early in th» morning I arose 
and learning from one of my lato 
companions where was tho dwelling 
of the commander of the place. I 
then proceeded towards it 
I had 


become acquainted with this person 
while I wa« vaccinating the Inhablt- 
anta of San Diego. He came there 
In a brig and Insisted upon my prom- 
ising him that I would come and 
communicate the remedy to tho peo- 
ple of his establishments, offering 
to recompense me for rny services. 
I agreed to do what he wished, 
should It be In my power. Accord- 
ingly, finding that the Spaniard did 
not Intend to keep a strict- guard 
over 
my movements, 
I 
availed 


myself of this opportunity of fulfill- 
ing the expressed wish of Don Ser- 
aldo, for so was he called. I reached 
the place painted out to me by the 
friendly Indian and was received by 
the above mentioned gentle-man with 
the warmest expressions of kindness

where is a garrison of a hundred 
soldiers. I found here 500 persons 
to vaccinate. The name of this place 
In English signifies the king's mount 
or hill. Forests spread around Monte 
El Rev for miles in all directions, 
composed of thick clusters of pines 
and 
live oaks. 
Numberless gray 
bears find their home and range m 
these deep woods. They are 
fre- 


quently known to attack men. The 
Spaniards take great numbers of 
them by stratagem, killing an old 
horse m the neighborhood of their 
places of resort. They erect a scaf- 
fold near the dead animal, upon 
which they place themselves during 
the night, armed with a gun or lance. 
When the bear approaches to eat, 
they either shoot it or pierce it with 
tho lance from their elevated posi- 
tion 
Notwithstanding all their pre- 
cautions, however, they are some- 
times caught by the wounded animal; 
and after a man .has once wrestled 
with a bear he will not be likely to 
d'esire tt make a second trial of the 
same gymnastic exercise. 
Such, at 
any rate, is the opinion I have heard 
those express who have had thc'frood 
fortune to come off alive from a 
contest of this kind. I do not speak 
for myself in this matter, as I never 
came so near as to take the close 
hug with one in my life; though to 
escape it I once came near breaking 
my neck down a precipice. 
From Monte Rey I advanced to 


tho mission of St. Anthony, which 
lies thirty miles east from the coast. 
In it I found 1000 persons to inocu- 
late. I had now reached the region 
of smallpox, several cases of 
it 


having- occurred in this mission. The 
ruling priest of this establishment in- 
formed me that he did not consider 
it either necessary or advisable for 
mo to proceed farther for the pur- 
pose of inoculating the inhabitants 
of thp country, as the smaJIpoT had 
prevailed 
universally through 
its 
whole remaining extent. As I had 
heard, while in San Diego, great 
numbers had been carried off by it 
I then told him that I wished to see 
the church officer who had been de- 


scribed to me by the first priest 
whom I had seen on my way up 
the coast. He furnished me a. horse, 
and I set off for the port of San 
Francisco, vaccinating those whom 
I found on the way who had not 
had the smallpox, 


I reached the above mentioned 
place on the 20th of June, 1829. 
Finding the person of whom I was 
in search, I presented him all the 
certificates of the priests of the 
missions in which I had vaccinated, 
and the letter of the general. I had 
inoculated in 
all 22,000 persons. 


After he had finished the perusal 
of these papers, he asked me what 
I thought my services were worth. 
I replied that I should leave that 
point entirely in his judgment and 
decision. 
He then remarked that 
he must have some time to reflect 
upon the subject and that I must 
spend a week or two with him. I 
consented to this proposal, as I was 
desirous of crossing the bay of San 
Francisco to the Russian settlement, 
called the Bodego. 


I proceeded to carry my wish into 
execution on the 23d, accompanied 
by ttvo Coriac Indians, whose occu- 
pation was the killing of sea otters 
for the Russians, who hire them 
into their service. Those who pur- 
sue this employment have water 
crafts made of the sea lion's skins,, 
m the shape of a canoe 
Ovar this 
spreads a top, completely covered 
in such a manner as to preclude the 
possibility of the entrance of any 
.water. 
An opening is left at the 


bow and stern, over which the per- 
son who hap entered draws a cover- 
ing of the same over the aperture in 
such a manner as to make this part 
entirely waterproof, as any other 
portion of the boat. Two persons 
senerally occupy it. No position can 
be more secure than theirs from all 
dangers of the sea. The wa\es dash 
over them harmless. The occupants 
are stationed, one at the bow and the 
other at the stem; the latter guides 
the boat, while the other is pro- 
vided with a spear, which he darts 
into the otter whenever he comes

within its reach. Great numbers are 
thus taken. 


But 
to return 
to myself. We 
crossed the bay, which is about three 
miles in width. It is made by tho 
entrance of a 
considerable river, 
called by the Spaniards K4o de San 


and friendship. He said that so long 
a time had elapsed since he saw me, 
lie was afraid I had forgotten our 
conversation together and that cir- 
cumstances had rendered my coming 
to him Impossible. He had suffered 
greatly from the fear that tho small- 


pox would spread among hit p*oplo 
before he should be enabled to pre- 
vent danger from It through the 
means of the Wne pox. 
After breakfaot h« circulated an 
order among the people for all who 
wished to be provided with a safe- 
guard against tho terrible malady 
that had approached them GO near, 
to coma to his door. la a. few hours 
I began my operations and con- 
tinued to be constantly occupied for 
three days, vaccinating daring this 
period 1500 individuals. I reminded 
them all that they must return the 
fourth day, provided no signs of the 
complaint appeared, and that they 
were not to rub or roughly tcjich 
the spot should the vaccine matter 
have proper effect 
This don6, Don SsnUdo.offered to 
accompany me through the fort and 
around the settlement in order to 
show me the position and every thing 
which might be new and inter«*ting 
to me. Its situation Is one .of the 
most beautiful that I ever beheld, or 
that the imagination can conceive. 
The fort stands on the brow of a. 
handsome hill, about 200 feet above 
the level of the sea. The hill is sur- 
rounded on all sides for two miles 
with a charming plain. A lofty moun- 
tain, whose sides present the noblest 
depth of forest, raises a summit, 
glittering with perpetual 
ice and 


snow on one hand, and on the other 
the level surface is lost in the waves 
of tho sea. Clear, cold streams pour 
down 
th« mountain, unceasingly, 


from 
different 
points and 
glidev 


through the plain. Imparting moist- 
ure and verdure. The same- multi- 
tudes of domestic animals that are 
everywhere seen in this country graze 
around in tho pastures. They find 
abundant pasturage in the wild oats, 
which grow spontaneously upon this 
coast Very little attention is paid 
to cultivation, where so many ad- 
vantages are united to favor it The 
amount of produce 
of any kind 
raised is small and tho inhabitants 
depend for bread entirely upon the 
Spaniards. 


I remained in this delightful place 


one week. At the expiration of this 
time Don Scraldo gave m» $100 as 
payment for my services, and then 
mounted me upon a horse and con- 
ducted mp back to the bay himKlf 
and remained on the shore until he 
saw me safe upon the other side. 
I soon saw myself again in tho 
presence of tho Spanish priest from 
whom I was to receive my recom- 
pense for tho services performed on 
my long tour. He was not aware 
whero I had been. I informed him. 
When I told him, he asked me what 
Don Seraldo had paid me? I stated 
thia matter as it was. He then de- 
manded of mo how I liked tho coast 
of California. 
I answered that I 


very much admired the appearance 
of tho country. 
His next quesHon 


was how I would like the idea of 
living in it 
It would be agreeable 


to me, I returned, were it subject to 
any other form of government 
He 


proceeded to question mo upon tho 
ground of my objections to the pres- 
ent form of government. I was care- 
ful not to satisfy him on thia point 


He then handed me a written piece 


of paper, the translation of which 
is as follows: 


I certify that James O. PatUe has 


vaccinated all the Indians and whites 
on this coast, and to recompense 
him for the same, I give said James 
O. Pattie my obligation for 1000 head 
of cattle, and land to pasture them; 
that is, 50 cows and 500 mulos. This 
ho is to receive after he becomes a 
Catholic and a subject of this gov- 
ernment. 
Given in tho mission of 
St. Francisco on the 8th of July, in 
tho year 1829. 


JUAN CABORTES. 
When I had read this, without 
making use of any figure of speech, 
T was 
struck 
dumb. My anger 


choked niA As I was well awaro of 
the fact that this man had it in his 
power to hang mo if I Insulted him, 
and that hero them was no law to 
give mo redress and compel him to 


pay mo justly for my services, I said 
nothing for some time, but stood 
looking him full in the face. 
I 


cannot judge whether ho read my 
displeasure and burning feelings In 
my countenance as I thus eyed him. 
and would have sought to pacify me 
or not; but before I made a move- 
ment of any kind he spoke, saying: 
"Xou look displeased, sir." Prudea* 
tial considerations were- sufficient t# 
withhold me no longer, and I an- 
•wered in a short manner that I felt 
at tftat moment- as though I should 
rejoice to find myself once more In 
a country where I should be justly 
dealt by.

dered me to leave his house.

but some of his attendants at hand 
might set upon me; for if the com- 
parison be allowable, the priests of 
this country have the people as much 
and entirely under their control and 
command as the people of our own 
country have a good bidable dog. 
For fear they should come barking 
at me I hastened away and pro- 
ceeded to a ranch, where I pro- 
cured 
a. horso for three dollars, 


which I mounted and took the route 
for Monte El Rey. I did not stop nor 
stay on my journey to this place. I 
found upon my arrivel 
there an 


American vessel In port, just ready 
to sail, and on the point of de- 
parture.

"Flu" Kills Cats 
As Well as Humans 


Influenza attacks animals as well as 


man. 
In tho year 1SS9 there was a 


severe outbreak of what veterinary sur- 
geons call "pink eye" among horses all 
through the west of England. The dis- 
ease spread as far north as Glasgow, 


A horse would be quite well one day, 


but the next its eyelids were swollen, 
its legs stiff, while it could eat noth- 
ing, and its temperature was up to 104 
degrees. About five per cent died. 


A well known doctor wrote at the 


time to a medical paper pointing out 
the connection between "pink eye" and 
influenza, and predicting an epidemic 
of human flu, a prophecy which was 
fulfilled to the letter. 


In the following year, 1SDO, lambs In 


Kent began to "suffer from influenza, 
On one farm near Canterbury not one 
out of five hundred esaped, and at first 
more than twenty died. Skilled treat- 
ment saved most of the rest. 


As soon as 
the 3ambs recovered, 


every horse upon this farm was seized 
with influenza, and 
after 
that th« 


farmer, his wife, his son and his ser> 
vants a.11 caught the infection, and were 
laid up with bad attacks of fju. 


Cats are very subject to influenza- 


In a case reported from Croydon a cat 
caught tho disease from 1U owner who 
was laid up. The cat always slept on 
tho end of his bed. Ha got the flu on 
the 7th of January, and the cat devel- 
oped It on the 16th. Docs sometimes 
contract flu, but more rarely than cats. 
Birds, however, can get it. 
In th« 


great epidemic of 1581, it Is on record 
that many birds died, while tho rest 
absolutely deserted thoso parts of the 
country where the dl»eau wa* at it* 
worst—New* 3>tUr.

The author of the following lines 
writes us that he composed them when 
a convict at Folsora State prison on 
April 28, 1918:

Tho soul of thia great and 
good man is oxerclssd by tho sight of 
so many young men enjoying them- 
selves. 
He says something will havo 


to be (lore about It The world, as we 
all know, is intended to be a vulo of 
tears, and we were rather under the 
Impression that It was fulfilling 
its 


degtiny no far as that was concerned. 
Not no, MOW Dr. n»h«r. H« b»i de- 


tected somethllng suspiciously like- en- 
joyment here and there, and a remedy 
must be found for it. Wo really can 
not have peop'o going around looking- 
cheerful 


It seems that a largo number of sol- 


diers are addicted to smokmpr—a filthy 
habit, as we all know, nnd one against 
which it will presently he necessary to 
pass laws. It must lie admitted, says 
E>r. Fisher, that there were extenuating 
circumstance's during the war, and cvon 
the Y. M. C. A. found it nocesiary to 
distribute tobacco. Dr. Fisher calls it 
"distribution." 
But tho war is over 


now. 
Tlin extenuating circumstances 


have disappeared. There is absolutely 
no excuse for pleasure. 


But let us not haranfrue the soldiers 


and sailors, says Dr Fisher. Let them 
be weaned from their evil courses by 
gentler methods Let them bo reduced 
to tho requisite state of sadness by 
moral suasion rather than by the club 
of the reformer and tho spellbinder. 
For example, show them posters illus- 
trative of the deadly effects of tobacco. 
The association will 
\villiri?ly supply 


the necessary posters constructed on 
the approved principles of a "fake" 
science. A single cigar can be shown 
to play deadly havoc wIUi the aim of 
the marksman and tbn accura^> of the 
ballplayer. Under the loathsome spell 
of a cigarette one might even forget to 
Pay his subscription to tho Y. M. C. A. 


Dr. Fisher says, "Wo all deplore tho 


great increase in the smoking habit." 
Presumably he is addressing the secre- 
taries of m'a organization, whose chief 
function in life seems to be to deplore 
things. Probably there is no one else 
T. ho deplores the increase In smoking. 
The average sane human being is in- 
clined, just now to welcome anything 
that promises to add a little to human 
cheerfulness. 
And it may bo said to 


Dr. Fisher that if he would acquire the 
habit of standing on his feet instead of 
on his head he would find some moro 
profitable way'to use his time than in 
wild 
denunciations of a world-wld« 


practice that has done far more to bene- 
fit than to injure the human race. But 
probably It is not tobacco that Dr. 
Fisher objects to. It Is cheerfulness, 
although it Is likely that ho does not 
know this. He Is animated by the spirit 
of the English puritans, who forbado 
bull-baiting, says Maeaulay, not because 
it gave pain to the bull, but because it 
gave pleasure to tbo spectatora.-^Argo- 
naut.

And it 
was Jack London who helped Whitaker 
In his .new ambition.

some interesting- socialistic meetings in 
Oakland, and talking geriouslly with 
Tuck, the blind editor, Whitaker de- 
cided he would consult London about be- 
coming a fiction writer. 


"I think you'd better let it alone," 


advised London.x "for it's a mighty hard 
game to succeed in." 


"I'm going to have a try at it," re- 


turned the undaunted 'Whitaker. 


"You're right," said Jack—"you're 


doing just what I'd do myself." 


That very night Whitaker started on 


his first story, which he carried to Lon- 
don for an opinion. Though Jack said 
nothing, Herman could 
comprehend 


from his silence that the stuff 
was 


pretty bad, and ho^took It homa and 
consigned it to the flames. But he 
wrote another and sold It to the Over- 
land for $10, That encouragement was 
sufficient to keep him at hia writing, 
but he made only $20 moro for six Ions 
months. After the half-year, however, 
he began to be noticed by the editors 
of the "Best" magazines, and his suc- 
cess was thereafter assured.

Deprived of Music? 


Frances Elliott Clark read at the 


recent General Federation of Wo- 
men's 
Clnbs convention at 
Hot 


Springs a paper'on music in educa- 
tion which strikes a harmonious note 
•with that of the address of the Berke- 
ley superintendent of schools recently 
before the Alameda, County .Music 
Teachers' Association. Two or three 
of her paragraphs ar« quite worth 
quoting. She said: 


"Why should there be one child in 


all the country deprived of the Joy^ 
•and benefits that come with 
the 


jstndy and use of music? 
Why 
Js there a single city or town wttJ-^ut 
» supervisor of music, trained for the 
-wide field of teaching music itself In 
>al] its beauty, rather than the merest 
laJphabct of the language? Why, in- 
Wfeed, says that most of the school 
wjfflciajs and many superintendents, 
suffering from our early Puritan 
•training in not hearing music in their 
<rtn) yonth, are now making the fata! 
fMunder of denying it also to the chll- 
>dren—even in the light of modern 
•valuation of the great power of mu- 
sic when rightly used. 


"Mnslc should be taagbt in every 


high school on exactly the panic basis 
as is language or science, and the 
came credJts given for equal Work.

The co-operation of the creators 


in the East with their confreres of 
tho West in such a fusion of inter- 
ests as a. convention would enrich 
both groups, and infuse a broaden- 
ing aspect to American art that is 
fast coming into its o->\ n.

Guy Pene du Bois of the Evening

struggle between men and the forces 
that control him:

deal in ideas of any kind. The ex- 
ceptions to this rule n-re eminently 
few.

Probably ideas are 
blind as they are despotic. Tho Ger-

Tho world, busy with 
little things, forgets the greater ones 
of which It is more certainly 
,the 


pawn. The artist like the prieat, 
may b«~«Mmntiat *M A reminder'of 


these greater things. 
The regular 


artist fails because he sees no fur- 
ther than his pubiic or because his 
little person trembles at the thought 
of sophist and skeptic 
This is only 


beginning to be a country in which 
one may dare mention the soul. 


"Rockwell Kent's reading in re- 


cent years has centered about 
the 


soul. 
He studied with William H. 


Chase, Robert Henri 
and 
Abbott 


Thayer, 
his 
uncle-ln-law. 
These 


men in any case and Thayer par- 
ticularly contributed most 
to 
his 


technical education. Even now in 
the value of a hill against a sky in 
his work we shall find a reminder 
of Thayer. But his influences, fun- 
damentally, nave not been painter 
influences. 


"Beginning- as a pure realist, he 


is now reading William Blake and 
a few of the Englishmen who sur- 
rounded this most intense of them. 
Uis first one-man show, held at the 
Clausen Gallery over ten years ago, 
was of pictures painted for the most 
part at Monhegan Island. His last, 
held at the Daniel Gallery two years 
ago, .was of pistures painted at New- 
foundland. 
The somersault which 


these two exhibitions make 
from 


realism 
to 
symbolism 
could be 


traced. I am sure, to literary in- 
fluences." 


How Children 
Learn of Pictures 


From Carnegie Institute, where 


Robert Harshe, former director of 
the Oakland Art^ Gallery, is doing 
interesting things' comes a story of 
how the school children are coming 
to understand pictures through the 
service of the 
fns^itute—to know 


how to appreciate the qualities that 
make for good art—character, tons 
and harmony. 


Students of the high school and 


of the eighth grade come- to the in- 
stitute, under a systematic plan, to 
study the paintings in the interna- 
tional exhibition. 
Since 1316, print- 


ed 'illustrated lessons have been pre- 
pared as the basis of the gallery in- 
struction, and these lessons on paint- 
ing, 
architecture and sculpture are 


first transmitted to tbo students or- 
ally when they visit the galleries and 
they are then given the printed form 
to takt; home for reference and fur- 
ther study. 
Tho purposes is to give 


the student a true point of view with 
reference to some of the essential 
qualities of art. "The average young 
person," says Director Bieatty, 
"in- 


deed the average old person, sees in 


a painting only the story told, and 
this is of very slight importance; or 
the'y note the merely technical qual- 
ity, the 
way the paint is put on, 


which is equally unimportant. While 
the essential qualities secured 
hy 


the artist—character, tone and har- 
mony—few people 
either 
under- 


stand or appreciate." 


The students of the eighth grade 


of the public schools 
of Pittsburg 


number 5000, and ranging in age 
from about fourteen to sixteen years, 
visit the Institute 
galleries 
three 


times during each school >ear, as a 
part of the regular school 
work. 


Each visit is limited in time to an 
hour and a half, and the 
three 


studies of painting, architecture, and 
sculpture are taken up. "We 
have 


the entire realm of art with which 
to deal, in three sessions of an hour 
and a1 half each," says Mr., Beatty. 
"the history of art, of painting, of 
architecture, of sculpture in the wide 
field of biography, the technical side 
of art, the peculiar or special meth- 
ods adopted especially by painters in 
the production of their work, and 
the various 
elements or qualities 


which enter into a work of art. The 
problem might be approached from 
any of these angles." 


The 
futility of trying to do too 


much In the time allowed is> obvious. 
An effort is therefore made to con- 
centrate the attention upon some 
important quality or qualities, to give 
the young folks a point of view from 
which to examine 
and 
study 
all 


works of art. 
Thus, in the lesson on 


painting, Mr. Beatty has particular- 
ly emphasized the quality of tone as 
one of the fundamental and underly- 
ing qualities, a quality that is com- 
mon to all good paintings. 
This he 


defines as one common factor.. 
It 


is, he says, a universal quality and 
one indispensable to good 'art in 
painting. 
In fact he divides paint- 


ings into two great classes, 
those 


which have .tone, and those -which do 
not possess it. 
He goes so far as to 


say that a painting may have other 
qualities, but if it lacks tone it will 
never take hig:h rank among paint- 
ings. 
He states that Whistler once 


said to him: "Th« quality of tone, or 
the just relationship of tho various 
values or notes in a painting, I-con- 
sider the supreme quality. The'boy 
learns to draw at the art school; 
the young artist learns to make out- 
lines and to fill them in -with consid- 
erable certainty and truth. 
But it 


is only at the end of 
very 
many 


years of earnest 
study that 
the 


painter learn? to place the various 
notes in his picture in such true or 
just relation to .tsach other M to 


produce this supreme 
quality 
of 


tone."

In New Shop 


The spirit ot the new renaissance 


is surely upon us—the love of the 
beautiful and the thing of character 
—a long jump, you will say, from 
the tawdry Grand 
Rapidsy 
things 


that have filled our homes and 
adorned our bodies in the years that 
have represented America's accumu- 
lation of money. 


There is, of course, no gainsaying 


that money must come first Then, 
if we progress normally, come taste 
and art 


So it has been 
in 
the 
age-o!d 


Orient, so was it with Greece, and 
with France and Italy and England, 
and now it is America that proves 
the truth of the philosophy. 


Beautiful things are entering into 


the daily round of living—artisans 
are encouraged to produce beautiful 
things for our homes and our Per- 
sons and living js coming to be less 
crude, even as have the Japanese 
beautified life through their national 
feeling for art in the intimate de- 
tails of living. 


Throughout the east great centers 


are developing the creative spirit of 
craftsmen, art shops where no un- 
worthy thing enters. 


Such shops have become features 


of Eastern cities, where discriminat- 
ing folk may browse and buy, and 
chat and even brew a pot of tea. 


And now, behold such a little shop 


is dropped down in our laps, with- 
out so much as a bugle-note—elo- 
quent evidence that the art spirit is 
awakening about us and finding re- 
sponse in the new order. 


On Bancroft Way, a 
hit below 


Telegraph avenue, in 
Berkeley, a 


little shop has 
set 
itself 
down 


amongst its workaday 
nefehbors 


that is a little Temple 
of 
Beauty. 


JCo thing in it but is good, pleasing 
and worthy. 
And the high priest- 


esses of it are the Mesdames Sam 
Hume and Porter Garnett, -who sum- 
moned a few congenial spirits on 
Saturday to dedicate the,little place 
with the high ceremonial of good- 
fellowship and a cup of tea. 


Here are a group of paintings by 


Maxwell 
Armfisld—paintings 
on 


plaster in tempera that are a de- 
light. 
Alone the group is worthy 


a trip from anywhere, notably the 
Florentine portrait of. the wan lady 
set between the postiss, suggesting 
Giotto in the simplicity of Iti ren- 
dering.

True, but lay 


aside your prejudices against what 
seems offhand an inadequate med- 
ium, 
and find in the 
decorations 


some really charming effects, notably 
the large decoration on the 
right 


wall. 
But again, why 
embroider 


when a man can paint like Armfield? 
There is that ancient prejudice lift- 
ing its head again. 


So much for Armfield, -who, by 


the way, holds the distinction of hav- 
ing a representative canvas in the 
Luxembourg, purchased some years 
ago when he exhibited in London 
and Paris. 


Other charming bits of craftsman- 


ship are furnished in the lighting

shop is a rare spot.

Poor, Ray Boynton, Ralph Stackpole, 
and as time goes on, the display will 
be augmented.

Here is a 
first-hand story of such an instance

whose life he fought to save: 


It was at Montfaucon, on Septem- 


ber 29. and an attack on the Huns 
was being made by the llth infantry 
of the.79th division, Pennsylvania 
and Maryland troops. As the Ameri- 
cans stormed the German positions, 
Major H. Nelson Jackson, a surgeon, 
who was accompanying the forward 
moving lines, saw a doughboy fall 
with a bullet in his chest. 


Despite the fact that the field over 


which the troops were advancing wag 
entirely open and devoid of all shel- 
ter, save that offered by an occasion- 
al shell hole, and that it was being 
swept by an incessant machine gun 
fire, the major made his way to the 
wounded lad and immediately began 
preparations to give him first aid 
where he lay.

The bullet that had hit the young 


American had gone pretty true to its 
mark, and the boy was in a bad way. 
But as the big surgeon lifted him in 
his arms to give him a stimulating 
draugnt he smiled up into his face 
and said:

guess I'm all in anyway. The firing 
is pretty strong here, and you'd bet- 
ter beat it before they ge1! you.

And even if a stray conductor should 
happen along he seldom bothers an 
American with his array of identifica- 
tion taps, family allotment certificates 
or war risk insurance vouchers. All an 
American has to do is show a bunch of 
papers, "no compree," sit tight and

Jf we are ever to reduce the cost 


I of living, we mu«t shorten the stops 


i between 
producer 
and 
consumer. 


That is fundamental. 
The various 


agencies constituting our machinery 
of distribution may bo outlined as 
follows: 


1. Producer. 
2. Local country buyer. 
3. Railroad or water transpsrta- 


cron. 


4. Animal or motor vehicle trans. 


portation. 


5. Commission merchant. 
6. Warehouse. 
T. Jobber. 
S. Retailer. 
9. Consumer. 
These various agencies constituting 


our machinrry of distribution are 
determined to make a maximum 
profit 
They feel it is their legiti- 


mate and inalienable right to do so. 
They give the producer as> little ap 
possible for his produce and exact 
to the uttermost 
farthing 
all the 


consumer will stand. Producer and 
consumer are both 
helpless 
under 


this system. 


Now it must be apparent to us as 


we survey these numeious middle 
agencies that there is great waste in 
distribution, and that if we are to re- 
duce the cost of living, we must so 
far as possible eliminate the waste. 


Food is a public utility and. the 


production

marketing of food products are a 
matter of public welfare ar cl are a 
proper subject for encouragement, 
development and supervision by the 
State.

| HERE are 90,000 women in the State of Califomia who 


have pledged themselves to work for the betterment of 
women and children; they have promised to do every- 
thing in their power to forward the passage of the three 
legislative hills which they themselves—these 90,000 


women who form the Women's Legislative Council—have framed 
and have put into the hands of the legislature. 


The time has come when it is up to the women to decide whether 


they are going to keep those promises or whether they are going to 
Jet ihem go the way of many good* 
intentions, and become an extra 
supply of paving: blocks. 


For this is the interim during 


which the legislators are not in Sac- 
ramento, but are at their own homes, 
among: their own neighbors and their 
own friends; this is the tinio for the 
women to get in their deadly work; 
this is the time when all the argu- 
ments and the reasons which they 
have at their command sould be used 
upon the wily legislators. 


Not much, rest for the legislators, 


to be sure, during- this interim—for 
it is a well-known fact that every 
one who has a pet bit of legislation 
pending is trying to get the ear of 
his pet legislator—and since this 


• "campaign of education'1 ig now 
in 


full swing. let the women who hare 
been educating- themselves in regard 
to the needs of women and children 
pass on t"e good word to the men 
in whose hands the fate of the three 
bills rest. So say the leaders of the 
Women's Legislative Council. 


This in the psychological time, say 


the women, to ask the men to see 
that these bills are passed, 
for 


women have attained a high place 
in man's regard: men have not yet 
grown weary of telling- ot women's 
great part in winning the -war; and 
with that 
unfailing- instinct that 


women have for sensing impending 
events, they say that time and the 
press of business—after the war— 
might dim the luster of this high re- 
gard, or'if not of the regard, at least 
of an expression of the regard; and 
so this is the time to ask, and to show 
why they are asking for the passage 
ut these three bills. 


The bills are: First, a bill asking 


for an appropriation of $250,000 for 
the establishment of an Industrial 
Home for Women. Second, a bill pro- 
viding for the advancement of the 
'appropriation for elementary schools 
from $]S to J17.50 per pupil, based 
upon the average attendance. Third, 
a biH relating to equal community 
property 
iinO wife.

The Women's Legislative Council 


of California, with Mrs. A. E. Carter 
of Oakland president, is unique, in 
that it is one of the largest -women's 
clubs in America and Is the only ono 
organized for legislation only. The 
leaders feel that If the 90,000 women 
take their pledge seriously that there 
will be no difficulty in getting the 
bills through the Legislature. 


The Industrial Farm bill has many 


supporters in and about Oakland, 
chief among whom Is Mrs. Aaron 
Schloss, who is devoting her every 
minute to furthering its passage. 


The bill was framed by Judge 


Warren 
Olncy, 
and 
was 
intro- 


duced into the senate by William 
Kehoe of Eureka. These sponsors 
alone bespeak the serious attention 
of the legislators. The bill provides 
for the establishment of a home for 
the care, confinement and reforma- 
tion of delinquent women, to be 
known as "The California Industrial 
Home 
for 
Women."

"delinquent" has been dropped from 
the name as carrying with it too 
much of a stigma. . Indiana was the 
first state to provide an industrial 
homo for women; that was in 1S73. 
The. board of control of this home 
is entirely made up of women. Ohio 
established one later, with only men 
upon the board. From 1910 on other 
states established them, but even at 
the present time less than half the 
states have provided such homes, 
although two years ago all but 
twelve of the states had established 
reformatory schools for girls. 


The only place for a delinquent 


woman that California has to offer 
at the present time for her reforma- 
tion is a cell in a. jail—along with 
crooks and worse—a sorry place for 
any woman. 


The State Board ot' Control, while 


it does not make any budget recom- 
mendation for a Home for Women, 
states that "as individuals and citi- 
zens, as well as officials of the state, 
it concedes its needs and urges upon 
the legislature an appreciation of 
the responsibility of the state in this 
forward-stepping 
project" 
The 


Board of Control further states that 
it believes that such an institution 
could be put on land already owned 
by the state, thus saving In initial 
cost. 


The Home, as tried on* In other 


states, has been successful, say the 
backers of this.bill;,and the women 
who are pressing- It declare that they 
•want to see California profit by the 
experience of other states and make 
its Home the ideal institution; ideal 
in that no effort -will be spared to 
restore the women who are com- 
mitted to it 'to health—physical 
mental and moral. 


Industrial homes for delinquent 


women can never be upheld as an 
effective ' solution 
of 
the 
entire 


problem of delinquency—to those 
acquainted with the problem they 
offer themselves as a last resort 


Active preventive work, such as 


has been undertaken lately by the 
"War Camp- -Community Service in 
establishing girls' clubs in all can- 
tonment centers, 
and which will 


probably be established in some 
manner all over the country, keeps 
many girls out of reform schools, and 
Will give numberless girls an op- 
portunity 
to grow into 
normal 


women. 


To prevent delinquency is the ulti- 


mate aim of those interested in the 
problem, but remarkable as are the 
results of the preventive work con- 
ducted in some of the large cities, 
there is an ever considerable group 
ol women and girls who do not re- 
spond and who need special train- 
ing, in a place especially adapted to 
their needs, away from the tempta- 
tions of the life they were unable to 
cope with. 


It is not the idea of the framers 


of this bill, to erect huge expensive 
buildings; rather Is It the idea to 
secure a large tract of land and to 
erect thereon 
small, inexpensive 


buildings, where the 
•women can 


live as if they were part of a fam- 
ily and not inmates of an institution. 
Gardening,. poultry raising and in- 
tensive farming are suggested as a 
means for restoring the women to 
spiritual health; for those who haYe 
had experience say that close con- 
tact with mother earth, planting- and 
watching things grow, have a direct 
psychological effect upon people; it 
clears their minds of evil and 
strengthens their bodies and their 
wills accordingly. 


Recreation, music, gymnastics, in- 


dustrial and academic work will all 
be used as a. means for raising the 
•standard of livinc for these women. 
Perhaps half of each day will be de- 
voted to manual or industrial work 
and the other half to school work; 
these are details which will have to

Government assistance is 
responsible. 
The food administration unlocked 


the water of Clear Lake and enabled it to be 
utilized in the fields of Yolo—a result that the 
people of Lake county have been resisting for 
years. Just as a bumper crop was being har- 
vested, however, the armistice was signed, gov- 
ernment no longer needed all the food that could 
be raised, and the industry may not forge ahead 
this year as it did last. A peculiarity about rice 
culture is that the field work incidental to its 
production seems to be an Oriental's job.

renters of rice lands. The Hindoos have not 
been found entirely desirable tenants. Some land 
owners, in'connection with renting propositions, 
have given notice that Hindoos need not apply.

Attracting Immigration 


Colonel John R. Mitchell, the former head of 


the Los Angeles State Council of Defense League 
nnd one of the best known of California pro-

Tourist to California,'-' At once it is suggested 
that the tourist was being attracted most suc- 
cessfully up to the time the Federal government 
took over the railroads of the land and embar-

pie of the country were engaged in. The several 
overland lines, and some which did not come 
clear through but were in position to initiate 
travel Pacific Coastward, were performing better 
(hari any number of exclusive promoters could 
hav e done.

T parts beneath the hood, black 
enamelling may bo resorted to with 
good effect. 
It is possible, to get 


black enamel today, which,

properly applied, looks little inferior 
to the baked on variety.

enamels which dry quickly are. of 
little usa as they chip and flake off 
quickly. 
Parts to bo enamelled 


should, if possible, be taken off and 
cleaned with a stiff wire brush.

The legal regulations covering the 


operation of automobilesin Switzer- 
land, which were adopted in 1900, 
read as follows: 


'No automobile should be put In 


service without having first been 
examined by a technical committee, 
which has to pass on the safety of 
the vehicle. The operator must also 
be in possession of a certificate of 
competence. 
Each vehicle must be 


furnished with two lamps, one of 
which has a white (colorless) glass 
and the other one a green .glass. 
Finally, each vehicle must carry a 
plate displaying clearly, and read- 
able at a distance, the name and 
address of the proprietor.
